AIR SAFETY INVESTIGATION : RADAR REPORT 
UNIDENTIFIED AIRCRAFT 



It has come to our notice that on Thursday, 5th 
November, 1964, at approximately 8 p.m., the radio 
observer, Mr. M. German on duty at the Brisbane Airport 
Weather Radar Installation, identified an aircraft bear- 
ing 075°T, range 140 miles from Brisbane. 

2. Mr. German has been contacted concerning this 
sighting and he said that he located this echo while 
doing a search for storm cells and having strobed and 
identified it as an aircraft, he did not continue to 
watch it or take much further notice of it. He said 
that he identified it simply by his experience in 
picking up aircraft on radar. 

3. Also present at the time was Mr. V. Deering, 
the Officer-in-Charge of Brisbane Avmet Office who, 
not being a radar operator himself, accepted what he 
was told by Mr. German regarding the source of the 
echo. Althou^ Mr. German does not remember which way 
the echo was travelling, Mr. Deering recalls that it 
was travelling in a Northerly direction. 

4. Mr. German said that since the beam width of 
the radar is 2jr and it was scanning horizontally, there 
is no way of estimating at what hei^t the aircraft may 
have been flying.

REPORT OP SIGHTING OP UNIDENTIPIED OBJECT 

AT fiO(MA^g'f6N' 7th I!f6Va^^5W1 954" — 



On arrival at the Rockhampton Aerodrome for duty 
at approximately 062045Z, I observed what appeared to he a 
high flying aircraft tracking across the sky, leaving a 
clearly defined vapour trail. I was not particularly 
interested, however, as high flying military flights in this 
area have been fairly common of late. A track of about 040° 
and not passing over Rockhampton but at a distance to the 
North was thought to be not in keeping with the usual flights 
that pass over the Rockhampton NDB using it as a turning 
point or abeam Rockhampton to the West in a North and South 
line . 

The customary check of traffic prior to taking 
over control from Aeradio and Brisbane revealed no high 
flying traffic, no flight plans and the Unit Log was checked 
to make sure that there were no flights in progress that had 
been missed by Aeradio. 

At 062055Z the trail was inspected through field 
glasses from the Tower but no aircraft could be seen. By 
this time the object had been past for about 3-5 minutes 
and the eastern end of the trail was almost out of visual 
range and hard to pick up due to haze which extended about 
10° of elevation above the horizon in all directions. The 
sun was to the North-east and reduced visibility within this 
general direction due to glare. 

About 062100Z a check was made with Mackay and 
Brisbane A.T.C. Units for any traffic of which Rockhampton 
may not have been advised and there was none revealed. The 
matter was advised to Brisbane at this point for S.0.0. 

D.C.A. Brisbane and the R.A.A.P. 

A V100, VH-MVC, was engaged on circuit training 
at the time and when I became aware that the pilot -in-command 
was the Chief Plying Instructor of the Rockhampton Aero Club, 

I requested an estimate of the height of the trail. The 
pilot's estimate was about 30,000 ft. He had not noticed 
the forming of the trail, and had not noticed it until I 
requested an estimate of the altitude. 

At the time of this incident there was about A-2/8 
of cirrus type cloud to the far North and a lower formation 
of similar cloud to the far South. I estimated about 20,000 
feet to the South and 25,000 feet plus to the North. There 
was no cloud anywhere near the trail at the time of its 
formation. That ciriois which was present was of cirro-stratus 
and cirro-cumulus type, not at all elongated or fibrous. Up 
to 07 no elongated or mares tails type of cloud was 

observed in the local area, although I kept a particular 
watch on cloud formation. At 2115 a very small patch of 
cirro-stratus formed adjacent to and at a lower level than 
the trail. It was very slightly lined on an East-west line. 
The trail cut across above this small patch of cloud at an 
angle of about 30°. This gave the appearance to me that the

cloud was being affected by wind of a westerly direction 
and the trail was not. The upper winds from Gladstone were 
checked and at 25,000 feet the upper v/inds were V/est at 77 
kts, 30,000 feet V/est 90 kts, 35,000 feet West 123 kts, and 
at 40,000 feet West 120 kts. The small patch of cirro- 
stratus appeared consistent with the westerly wind affecting 
it. The vapour trail maintained a direction of about 040^ 
but appeared to be displaced slightly to the East throughout 
its length over the 30 minutes or so prior to its dispersal. 

All details of the direction and height estimates 
are tabled below. It must be borne in mind that as I had no 
reason to do so, particular notice was not taken of the 
incident until some moments after it was first seen. 

The trail commenced at about 40° above the horizon 
North-west of Rockhampton, stretched across the 
sky to a maximum elevation of about 60-70° North- 
east. 

Estimated direction 040° M. 

Estimated altitude about 40,000 feet. 

Formed at 062045Z. 

Dispersed by 0621 20Z. 

All other clouds except the small patch of cirro- 
stratus appeared to be very static, no obvious 
formings or dissipation taking place. 

Object ahead of the trail appeared for a few 
seconds at the maximum elevation. Silver grey 
or metal reflecting. Shape not distinguished 
as too far away and very small. No noise audible. 

Surface wind light South-east at the time . 

The object covered about 2/3 or 3/4 of the sky in 
about 6 minutes. There was a gap of clear sky 
behind the object equivalent to about 5 times 
its own diameter before the trail commenced to 
form. The trail appeared to be of a double 
nature for about a quarter of its length behind 
the head, where it commenced to form into one 
single trail. 

The speed of the object appeared consistent with 
that of a Canberra type aircraft at hi^ altitude 
or possibly slightly faster. It is considered 
that a free drifting object (e.g. a stray balloon) 
would not have moved at this speed, even v;ith 
the relatively high velocity winds prevailing, 
and would have moved in a more easterly direction 
being blown by the wind.

An unidentified flylnc object was sicbted in the Kavlens area at 
approximately 1845 E3T on 12/8/64. 

Tho manager of New Guinea Company tal^honed the Officer in Charge of 
this station at approximately 1840 tuid advised of a white light moving across the 
sky in the vicinity of the ^avieng Harbour. 

At 1843# the Officer in Charge, along with other responsible citizens 
observed a white light moving across the sl<y fran 1843 until it disappeared due 
to distance at 1851. 

Tlie observers were facing in a Westerly direction and the object was 
proceeding on a South to North track, running parallel with the Kavieng foreshore, 

Tlie appearance of the object was similar to a bright star. It was 
a white light, but due to darkness, no visible means of support were evident, A white 
light was the only object sighted. Conditions at the time were a fine and clear 
starry night. 



Hie height and speed of the moving object was difficult to ascertain 
but could be compared favourably with an aircraft of the B50 type, cruising at 
15000 to 25000 feet. The apparent nearness and the angle of sighting would taid to 
substantiate this, Tho angle of sighting was approximately 50/60 dogrocs frco the 
horizon. 



The reference to an aircraft is only a hazarded guess as the object 
could have been much higher, in which case it would naturally have been travelling at 
a much greater speed 



All that can be stated as definite fact is that a bright, white light 
was sighted at an angle of 50/60 degrees over the \viang Harbour area, travelling 
in a South to North direction from approximately 1840 until 1^8/64,

The following has been received from my Officer in 
Charge at Kalgoorlie. 

"Following received from Balladonia Motel today. 

Three weeks ago a hot night at approximately 9.30 pm a light with the 
appearance of a bizming tree trunk was noticed at sui angle of 45 
degrees and southeast of the Motel. Last Monday week one large and 
one small light appeared at approximately same time and place appeared 
to sink to ground and then rose again and disappeared. Simday night 
and last night same lights appeared they appeared to move in the 
direction of Esperance. These last sightings were confirmed by 
Rabbit Trappers who were 50 miles further out. The Motel Prop, would 
like any information possible on this phenomenon.” 

Advice has been furnished to Kalgoorlie that there was 
no information available to identify the sitting report, but it would 
be forwarded to the appropriate authority, who would advise Balladonia 
in due course. 



There is no astronomical explanation for this sighting, 
nor would it have been a satellite. 

It could possibly be a reflection of car lights on a 
slope being focused on a cloud, similar to a cloud search light, but 
in view of the fact that two sightings were made from distances fifty 
miles apart, it seems difficult to believe that a light spot on a cloud 
would be sufficiently intense to be seen at such distances. There 
have been bush fires in this area, but again it is unlikely that a 
single light would be seen, but if there was any visible effect at the 
distances said, it would be more likely a reflected glow from the sky. 

This leaves only the possibility of Aircraft operating 

in the area.
